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APPENDIX A.D.A. 


BY-LAW IX “AFFILIATION” 
Any body or association of dentists established in the 
Commonwealth of Australia or its Territories for a 
period of not less than three (3) years may be admitted 
to affiliation with this Association subject to the 
approval of the Federal Council and to the following 
conditions: 


The Association shall undertake no financial obligation 
to such body or association or to any member or constituent 
thereof without the express resolution of Federal Council. 


Dentists who are members of the affiliated body or Associa- 
tion and who reside in Australia shall be members of the 
Australian Dental Association Incorporated and the 
affiliated body shall forward to the Federal Secretary 

in February each year or at such other time as may be 
requested, a list of the names and addresses of all 

members of that body. 


The Constitution of the affiliated body shall be lodged 
at the office of the Australian Dental Association 
Incorporated. The affiliated body shall notify the 
Federal Secretary within sixty (60) days of any amendment 
to their Constitution. 


At any Congress or other such function the Association may 
give due recognition to the affiliated body both at a 
scientific and an official level. 


An affiliated society may hold a scientific meeting at 
the time of an Australian Dental Congress if specific 
permission is granted by the Congress Organising 
Committee and the Federal Executive. 


The affiltated body shall not embark on any activities the 
object of which is contrary to the policy and welfare of 
the Australian Dental Association Incorporated. 


The affiliated body shall, within sixty (60) days of its 
Annual General Meeting, lodge at the office of the 
Australian Dental Association Incorporated, a signed 
copy of its annual report. 


A society seeking affiliation must demonstrate to the 
satisfaction of the Federal Council that it is an 
organisation with objects similar to those of the 
Australian Dental Assoctlation Incorporated and not 
one whose interests are mainly social or recreational.
